NEED ARMY OF MILLION. 


As soon as it could be equipped, a defensive 


force of 500,000 would be thrown into the 
New England states and, within ninety days, 
were the men and equipment available, 
other force as large, including all branches of 
the land service, would be in that territory 
Two overseas expeditions of the enemy would 
provide a force large enough to cope with our 
1,000,000 mobile troops, and the few thousand 
making up the coast artillery troops in the 
harbor defenses at Portland, Maine, Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Boston and New Bedford, 
Mass. 

To secure motor transports and = supply 
trucks for this number of troops would be 
a comparatively simple matter because of the 
great number of pleasure cars and commercial 
trucks owned in the New England and Atlantic 
states. In fact the total automobile registra- 
tion in the six New England states up to the 
early part of this year, amounted to 204,500 
cars, of which nearly 10,000 were commercial 
gasoline trucks. 

Our army of 1,000,000, in order to give 
efficient service, would require about 24,000 
trucks to carry supplies from bases reached 
by railroads and to transport troops to points 
on the battle front where they were needed 
in action. In addition there would be a great 
number of passenger cars in use by officers 
and motorcycles for messenger and dispatch 
service, motor ambulances and aeroplanes—al! 
consuming oil and gasoline. Food in military 
camps is cooked now over kerosene stoves, 
making another demand for oil. On _ oc- 
casions of extraordinary troop movements, ad- 
ditional motor cars, pleasure cars as well as 
trucks, would be called into service, increasing 
the demand for gasoline. To furnish food and 
munitions to the 1,000,000 troops under nor- 
mal circumstances these 24,000 trucks would 
be in service every day. Let's see how storage 
and transportation conditions in New England 
territory could handle the needs that would 
thus arise. 

WHERE STORAGES ARE. 

There are oil storages in the neighborhood 
of 20 places located from Maine thru Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. At 
most of these points two or three oil com 
panies have separate storages. At most points 
these storages do not run more than 50,000 or 
75,000 gallons. At two or three points they 
amount, however, to several hundred thousand 
barrels.

HE oil trade has taken the first step 
In co-operating with the military au- 
thorities of this country in the indus- 
trial preparedness movement now under 
Way. 
The southwestern conference of Inde- 
pendent refiners and marketers held by t 
Independent Oil Men’s’ Association, at 


Kansas City, in the last month, instructed 


the president to send Secretary Grant ti 
Washington to consult with the War De- 
partment and to have him arrange for the 
co-operation of secretaries and spec ial com- 
mittees from all the other oil organizations 


in the country in whatever plans may be 
worked out. 


At the same meeting Secretary James, of 


the Western Petroleum Refiners’ Associa- 
tion, announced that, the day before, his as- 
sociation had instructed him to co-operate 


with other organizations to arrange a suff- 
cient supply of fuel oil for the navy. Secre- 
tary James said he had an appointment with 
the naval fuel board for later in the month, 
and he expected to keep it in company with 
John McE. Ames, president of the Kanotex 
Refining Co., Caney, Kansas. 

His proposition is for the navy depart- 
ment to buy enormous supplies of fuel oil 
and put them in storage at convenient parts 
of the country. This storage can be kept 
indefinitely without deterioration of the oil. 
If the oil is not bought today, the refiners 
argue the time is likely to come when it will

Burton And Rittman; Applied For Patent In 1907 


HE Standard Oil interests and the so 


called licensees of the Rittman process, 


fathered by the United States govern 


ment, will probably have to stand suits for 


damages for infringing a patent on a gasoline 
process just issued to Dr. Charles S. Palmer, 


at present connected with the Mellen Institute 
at Pittsburgh. 


The suit against the Standard will probably 


run into many millions. Figuring royalty 
on a basis of a cent a gallon and the output 
of gasoline under the Burton process at all 
plants not more than 150,000,000 gallons—the 
figure given by the Secretary of the Interior 
in reporting to Congress several month ago 
on the output of gasoline of different plants— 
would make $1,500,000 in just one year. As 
the Burton process has been in operation 
for some three years and is being rapidly ex- 
tended, royalty on this basis would be many 


times this figure. 


No royalty of much value could be extracted 
from the licensees under the Rittman process,

Some authorities dispute this theory, how- 
ever, stating that the minute holes on the 
cylinder surface perform a useful function in 
forming tiny reservoirs, which hold a mi- 
nute supply of the oil and thus keep the sur- 
face lubricated longer. 

The prevailing use of a system of water 
cooling to aid the lubrication of the main 
journals and crankpin has brought up an- 
other problem for the marine engineers to 
solve. It has been found the water works 
into the crankpin shell and washes the oil 
off the bearing in some cases. In others, 
the water has had a tendency to emulsify 
the oil, making it stringy and unfit for use. 

MIX OWN OILS. 

For oiling the crankpin a heavy engine 
oil has been developed by the Standard Oil 
Co. Some engineers find this too heavy and 
use with it a lighter engine oil. For the 
journals some engineers use a mixture of 
two parts of grease and one of tallow with 
a small amount of cylinder oil. The method 
of lubrication is thru self-feeding cups. For 
the slides some engineers use clear tallow, 
claiming altho it is more expensive, it holds 
better than mineral oil or grease. Lard oil 
is also used here. A stream of water plays 
on the slides, also making their proper lubri- 
cation more difficult. 

The high grade engine oil the Standard 
pushes for marine work is an eastern stock 
compounded with a certain percentage of blown 
rapeseed oil. It flashes at 390 degrees F., 
burns at 470, and specific gravity is 22.6 
Its viscosity is 738 Saybolt at 70 de-

grees. Its cold test is 29. 
important for marine oils for the temperature 
in the ship’s engine room is always relatively 
high. This oil sells for $32 a barrel. 

Chief Engineer Smith, of the Pittsburgh 
Steamship fleet, claims his company has cut 
its bills for engine oil in two by the liberal 
use of water on the slides, eccentrics, crank- 
pin and main journals, enclosing the base 
of the engines for the purpose and pumping 
water from the lake. Until they found the 
proper oils, they were troubled with sapon- 
ification, in some cases the water splashing 
into the oil cups and saponifying the oil so 
it would not feed thru the pipes. 


USE EASTERN OILS. 

“We remedied this by using oil of an 
eastern paraffin base, finding the tendency 
of the western oils was too saponaceous,” 
said Smith. “We have never had any trou- 
ble from Pennsylvania oils in this respect.” 

A 600-foot boat uses a season about 
three barrels of high-grade cylinder stock, 
two barrels of cheaper cylinder stock, two 
barrels of high-grade engine oil, and about 
that same amount of a cheaper engine oil, 
and some grease. Its oil bill runs from 
$250 to $300 a season. 

Lubricating the cylinders and engine of 
the Cleveland & Buffalo Transit Company's 
“Seeandbee,” the largest sidewheel steamer 


in the world, presented a problem that is 
still being worked on, according to Charles 
Lorimer, engineer of that vessel, and chief 
engineer of the company’s entire fleet. The 
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engine is 12,000 horsepower, and is of the 


three-cylinder, compound, inclined type with 
one high pressure cylinder and two lows. 
The former is 66 inches in diameter and 
weighs 54,000 pounds; the latter are 96 
inches in diameter and weigh 65,760 pounds. 
The piston in the high pressure cylinder 
weighs seven tons; the rods are 21 feet long 


and 12 inches in diameter. 


“We inject a high-grade cylinder oil into 
the steam line just before it enters the cylin- 
der,” stated Engineer Lorimer. “We found 
this was not sufficient lubrication, however, 
and that the seven-ton piston was being cut 
to pieces. We then tried an added injection

of graphite and grease, forcing it directly 
into the cylinder. This mixture consists of 
15 per cent of graphite, and the rest half 
each of grease and cylinder oil. The piston 
rod is lubricated at three points and the pis- 


ton at one. 


“The main journals are steel castings with 
Hanged base bolted directly to the structure 
of the ship. The bearings are steel shells 
lined with babbitt metal, the upper half be- 
ing hollow with cold water circulating there- 
in. For the interior bearings, heavy engine 
oil is used, while for the outboard bearings 
next to the paddle wheels a combination of 


oil and grease is used.”

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Cleveland Filling Station Checks Cars For Patrons 


the oil company operating the parking pri 


HECKING or parking autos on serv- 
ice station grounds is being tried out 

just now by two oil companies oper- 
ating in Cleveland. Whether this particular 
service for the car owner will prove a suc 
cess financially remains to be seen, the com- 
panies that are furnishing it using it more 
as a scheme for securing customers for their 
oil and gasoline business than as a source 
of revenue in itself. 

The parking service can only be furnished 
by stations in the congested or business dis- 
trict of a town or city, in which particular 
locality there are more cars than there are 
places to let them stand. It might also be 
adopted by stations located in the residen- 
tial sections, but neighboring a theater, a 
movie house or entertainment hall of some 
kind where the problem of where to leave 
confronts the auto owner in the 


his car 


evening or on special occasions. 
The most important problem to be consid- 
ered in connection with the checking service 


is the assumption of responsibility for 
parked cars in case one is stolen, damaged, 
or the robes or packages left in the car 


while it is on the oil company’s 


The Cleveland companies which 


stolen 
ground. 
are parking cars have sidestepped this issue 
by announcing to all their patrons that cars 
checked on their properties are left there 
at the owners’ risk; that their employes will 
watch the cars and endeavor to see nothing 
happens to them, but in case of fire, theft, 
storm or anything else that might damage 
a car, they will not in any way be respon- 
sible for that damage. 

Just where the courts would place the re- 
sponsibility in such a case also remains to 
be seen. Legal opinions are that the oil 
companies could not be held responsible in 
view of their plain statement of the non- 
assumption of risks. Legal authorities also 
hold that

in case no such statement was

NGINE distillate as made by Califor- 
nia refiners from California crude, has 
not yet come into extensive use in 
pleasure motor cars, although in some cases 
it is being used with a mixture of gasoline 
with some success.

There has been much discussion as to w 
is engine distillate and what is not, as mady 
by the California refiners, but N. S. Anderson, 


hat 


district sales manager of the Union Oil Co., 
of California, at Los Angeles, Cal., an oi] man 
from the east, in response to questions from 
this paper, gives the facts as follows: 

“Engine distillate, in itself, is entirely char 
acteristic of the California condition. In re 
fining the California crude, there is a cut that 
is not satisfactory for gasoline or naphtha, and 
which has too low a flash point to be used 
in kerosene distillate. On account of the ex- 
traordinary amount of pumping engines used 
thruout this part of the country for irrigation 
and other purposes, this grade of goods was 
manufactured for use in these pumping plant 
engines and from that, the use was extended 
to motor truck and smaller internal combus 
tion engines. 

“The marketable gasoline on the coast ranges 
from 59 to 61 gravity. The boiling point and 
gravity of this goods are controlled by inspec 
tion laws. These laws do not at all times 
specify the gravity, but in all cases do specify 
the boiling point. All naphtha sold on the 
coast is held to a gravity between 56 and 58 
gravity for the reason it is not advisable to 
go any lower on account of oil moisture 

A NATURAL CUT. 

“Thus, between the gasoline and naphtha 
cuts and kerosene distillate is the product we 
call engine distillate. It is too low in flash 
point to be used in kerosene and not low 
enough in boiling point to be used as gasoline 
or naphtha. 

“Since the high price of gasoline has gone 
into effect, this product and even lower grades 
of distillates are being used extensively in all 
kinds of engines and almost entirely in a large 
number of commercial trucks, but it has not 
become generally used in pleasure cars, altho 
in some cases it is being used mixed; 40 per 
cent distillate and 60 per cent gasoline being 
the usual proportion. 

“The product is simply the development of 
a commodity that was formerly considered 
of no particular value outside of being fit for 
heavy pumping engines. As a matter of fact, 
in the earlier days, engine distillate had very 
little commercial value and was thrown into 
fuel oil. It was too dangerous for common 
stove distillate. However, the price is now 
strengthening on this grade of goods, and there 
is a brisk demand for it. At the present time 
it is selling at about 9 cents per gallon at the 
refinery.” 

The United States Bureau of Standards 
will soon issue a paper, known as Tech- 
nologic Paper No. 73, containing data rela- 
tive to the oxidation of automobile cylinder

“For the purpose of ascertaining the reduc 
tion of the vaporizing point of oil by the use 
of superheated steam one sample of oil was 
distilled by heat alone. Dry distillation started 
at 690 degrees Fahr., with superheated steam 
at 380 degrees. By dry distillation 52 per cent 
of the oil distilled over at 740 degrees and 80 
per cent at 550 degrees with the superheated 
steam. 

“Fractions secured in one test were re- 
combined to produce an oil of the same prop- 
erties as the original oil submitted to test, the 
specitic gravity of the original oil and the re- 
combined oil being the same, viscosity differ 
ing by two points and flash and fire by only a 
few points. 

“All conditions were made to avoid decom- 
position; the large quantity of steam used 
swept the oil vapors rapidly from the still. The 
temperature of steam and oil vapors leaving 
the still averaged only 10 to 15 degrees lower 
than the temperature of oil in the still. 

“A test of this kind is free from danger t 
the operator as no excessive pressures are 
used. The glass flask of the still is enveloped 
in a cast iron cylinder large enough to hold 
the hot oil if the flask broke.

Officers 
of-the company refuse to state just how much 
of an interest Frost holds and whether the 
money invested is his own or the Standard’s. 

The Eynon carburetor is the same in size 
and appearance as the ordinary gasoline car- 
buretor. It is claimed the parts are all simple, 
will not run more than 50 in number and can 
be stamped out, thus providing for marketing 
it at about the price of the present gasoline 
carburetors. The company expects to place 
its first few thousand carburetors on the mar- 
ket late this summer. 

The feature is the electrical heating device. 
This consists of an ordinary spark plug in 
serted in the upper part of the mixing cham 
ber and attached to the battery which operates 
the spark plugs in the engine. The spark plug 
heats an electrical resistance wire which is 
wrapped around an asbestos wicking saturated 
with kerosene. The vapor from the kerosene 
in the wick is ignited immediately when the 
current is passed through the spark plug, thus 
providing for the instant starting of the car. 

When the engine is effectively started this 
electrical heating element is discontinued, com 
bustion in the mixing chamber continuing be 
cause of the air and finely divided kerosene 
passed in. By a system of choke plates similar 
in operation to the gauze of a miner’slampthe 
flame in the mixing chamber is prevented from 
extending beyond the carburetor into the en 
gine. Only about 4 per cent of the vapor is 
consumed in the mixing chamber, it is claimed, 
due to a limited supply of oxygen and the 
speed: with which the vapor passes thru the

Recommend Use Of Welding Outfits At Oil Plants 


able distance from where they are most used 


XY-ACETYLENE welding outfits 
are recommended to refiners and job 
bers handling a considerable number 

of steel packages by the majority of barrel 
manufacturers, as 1s shown by a canvass re 
cently made by the PETROLEUM NEWS 

While the welding outtits are used principal 
ly in repairing damaged and leaking barrels, oi! 
companies which are now using them have 
found they are useful in repairing leaking 
pipes and in other ways around a retinery 
With the addition of the cutting tools, which 
increase the cost of the outfits considerably, 
they can be used for cutting pipe and steel 
plates. 

The outfits, as the name suggests, melt and 
fuse the parts to be joined by the intense local 
heat of a flame of acetylene gas burning in an 
atmosphere of oxygen. The heat of the flame 
is said to be the highest temperature known, 
with the exception of the electric arc or fur 
nace, giving a temperature in excess of 6, 
000 degrees Fahrenheit. The initial costs to 
the outfits range from $75 to $200 and more, 
according to their size, and also to the amount 
of additional equipment. The operating cost 
must include a charge of about two cents a 
cubic foot for the acetylene gas and the same 
price, approximately, for the oxygen 

With the majority of the manufacturers of 
the welding outfits. the purchase price includes 
two tanks or cylinders, with a capacity of 100 
or 200 cubic feet of gas, for the acetylene 
When one is emptied it must be shipped back 
to a company making the acetylene gas to be 
refilled. The oxygen in tanks can be secured 
locally in most places. The makers of the out- 
fits furnish a man, at a moderate cost, to super- 
vise its operation by the purchaser at first and 
give instruction to the employe who is to 
operate it. 

One factor which has heretofore kept the 
oil companies from using the welding outfits 
extensively was the belief that only an expert 
operator with considerable experience in this 
line of work could handle them with safety. 
The steel package makers and oil companies 
who have used the outfits for some time, how- 
ever, state that any intelligent employe with a 
small amount of mechanical ability, with a lit- 
tle instruction, can operate the welding torches 
with safety and as successfully as men long 
experienced in welding.

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AMOUNT OF WATER—How may the amount of water be 
determined in various products of petroleum? 

Water is quantitatively determined as follows, according to 
Professor Holde, a sub-director of the Royal Bureau for testing 
materials at Berlin: 

1. About 100 grams of oil (less if much water is present) are 
distilled from an oi! bath with toluol; this toluol should have been 
previously saturated with water. Pumice is added to avoid bump- 
ing. 80-90 c.c. are caught in a cylinder constricted to a narrow 
graduated tube at the (Hoffman-Marcusson). After 
washing the inside of the condenser with toluol and loosening

REVIEW OF 
MARKETS 


Financial News From 








ONTINUED evidence of the 

prosperity attending the larger 

oil refining and marketing com- 
panies is to be seen in the many in- 
stances of increased and extra dividend 
payments. Some organizations which 
have not seen fit to increase their cash 
disbursements are preparing to issue 
stock dividends before the end of the 
year. Still others are conserving their 
present earnings with a view to en- 
larging their plants or acquiring new 
properties. 

Securities of these companies who 
are going to the investing public for 
funds to start operations or increase 
their business are in apparently un- 
limited demand, most issues being over- 
subscribed within a short time after 
subscription books were opened. The 
larger the offering the more speedily it 
has been taken up. 

As regards new capitalization, oil and gas 
companies organized since the first of the year 
have a grand total in authorized capitalization 
of $277.500,000 to June 1, more than double 
new capitalization in any other line of industry 
for the same period. 

NO CHANGE IN SIGHT. 

In such popular favor have the oil securities 
been held that the long heads of eastern bank 
ing and bonding houses have been looking into 
the future to see how long the industry is likely 
to enjoy its present prosperity. There are no 
indications at present, however, of a materia! 
decrease in demand, either abroad or at home, 
and the one other factor that would affect earn- 
ings—general over-production with a conse- 
quent drop in prices—does not seem in sight 
as yet. 

Despite the flourishing condition of the in- 
dustry, activity of oil securities on the various 
markets of the country during the past month 
was limited, with price changes cutting little 
figure. Exceptions to this general trend were 
the low-priced Oklahoma and Kansas securi- 
ties which are in great favor on the New York 
Curb Exchange. 

STANDARDS ARE DULL. 

Standard oil securities were very dull, the 
sales of only a small number of shares figur- 
ing in the daily reports. The reason was prob- 
ably to be found in the sluggishness on the 
New York Stock Exchange, where the political 
situation early in the month and the Mexi- 
can complication later distracted interest from 
the trading. 

While the political situation will gradually 
increase in intensity from now to fall, no turn 
is anticipated which will have any particular 
effect on the stock markets, inasmuch as there 
is no issue before either party which is likely 
to affect the nation’s finances. 

Mexican Petroleum shares on the New York 
Exchange were weak during the Mexican 
crisis, because of possible dangers to its ex- 
tensive properties in Mexico in the event of 


armed intervention by this country. The stock, 
selling around 108 a month ago, dropped to 
91, but recovered to 98 by the middle of July.

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HE past year much has been said by jobbers 

of the forgetfulness, as some have put it, on the part 
of Independent refiners of the jobbers’ interest in making 
such a high price on gasoline the jobber could not sell it on 
the tank wagon market at a profit. Now the jobber raises 
the same question as to lubricating oils. 

“We can see from quotations we are receiving the In- 
dependent refiner is making a mistake,” he says. “Today 
he is quoting prices to the jobber on lubricating oils every 
bit as high as those quoted by the Standard Oil Company 
to the ordinary factory consumer. For instance, the Inde- 
pendent refiner wants in the neighborhood of 19 cents per 
gallon for No. 23 red oil. The Standard’s price today to 
the factory is 19.8 cents. Many other products are in 
harmony with this same condition.” (This comes from a 
northern jobber who is dependent primarily on the Penn- 
sylvania field.) 

“Is not the Independent refiner unknowingly assisting 
the Standard in its endeavor to eliminate the jobber from 
this territory? We think later the Independent refiner is 
going to realize his serious mistake and he will then en- 
deavor to get his market back by putting his prices down, 
perhaps after the jobbers have been eliminated from the 
field. 

“In the meantime, what is the jobber going to do? He 
is going to protect himself by handling other products. 
He will not care a rap what becomes of his oil business, 
and he may not be so very anxious to take it up again 
when the refiner comes to his senses. 

“There is a duty devolving upon the Independent re- 
finer to so sell his products as not to injure the business 
of the Independent jobber. The refiner should not sell 
to price cutters, market demoralizers, to jobbers who un- 
scrupulously resell them, or to consumers in such a way as 
to injure the jobber. By the same token a jobber should 
so buy his products as not to injure the Independent refiner 
or his own interests.” 

Who’s going to take this to heart and apply it in his 
own business? Or has it already gone out the other ear? 


NE of the hardest things to make a man do is 

that which is most obviously for his greatest good. 
Such seems to be the case in interesting the oil industry 
in the National Petroleum Mutual Fire Insurance Co. 
This company, in its seven years of existence, has been 
doing very nicely, but today it has nowhere near the sup- 
port it should have. The very men one expected would 
support it and would do so without any persuasion, are not 
supporting it. 

These non-supporters are among the better business 
men in the oil trade, among the leaders in organization 
movement. They have been solicited many times by the 
insurance company, but the real point of mutual fire in- 
surance seems to have escaped them, despite the fact that 
point is the very one they themselves use in selling their 
products against Standard Oil competition. 

One man will say a mutual fire insurance company is a 
very nice idea, but he is not in it because the local insur- 
ance agents do business with him and are good fellows. 
That man overlooks the fact he can give part of his busi- 
ness to the Mutual company without losing the good fellow- 
ship of the local agents. Another will say that the Mutual 


does not give as low rates as some of the old line com- 
panies, overlooking the fact that the old line companies 
have cut their rates in many cases to far below the cost of 
the insurance solely for the purpose of destroying the 
competition of the Mutual. This discriminatory practice 
in the oil business would evoke loud outcries from these 
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particular men who overlook it in the insurance business 

Another man is not in the Mutual because at one time 
this is a true story—he got by mistake from the insurances 
company a receipted bill from another jobber in anothe: 
state, far remote from his own residence, showing. thi 
other jobber had a rate of about half of the first jobber’s 
rate. He protested to the insurance company and was told 
the rates in the distant states were on a far lower basis 
than in his own state, because the entire fire situation in 
that remote state was less hazardous and the jobber’s plant 
in much better shape. He quit the company, altho lx 
might just as well have insisted that life insurance con 
panies insure consumptives and people on their death-beds 
at the same rate that they insure well men. 

Mutual insurance is just what its name implies, two or 
more oil men insuring each other. These two or more oil 
men in the National Petroleum Mutual Fire Insurance 
Co. number many hundred and are men of large business 
ability and attainments and large finances. They would 
not be in this company if it were not well managed, well 
financed, and a good, paying proposition. Just so long as 
the oil trade insists on siding with the old line companies 
who have been robbing the trade blind on rates, and re 
fusing business to the Mutual company, just that long will 
the oil trade injure itself and no one else. 

Study mutual insurance. Do not take the word of 

competitor who is desirous of destroying mutual insurance, 
forit. Study it yourself. 
AYBE some Independent companies surfeit 
garage men and dealers with signs proclaiming that 
their wares could be obtained at that store, but the fact 
remains that it is often a long hunt to find a place that 
deals in Independent oils and gasoline, while there is every 
where, seemingly at every cross-road, the Standard Oil 
sign and generally Standard Oil goods. 

Why make it hard for a buyer to find Independent 
goods? Why make it appear to the general public that 
Independent goods are so scarce when they are not? 

The average oil company once a year scatters signs 
broadcast over the country, but during that year they ma) 
lose dealers, and other dealers may lose signs. Your sales 
men should see that your company’s sign, telling just what 
oils are sold, is above the place of business of every dealer 
handling your products. If there are dealers that your 
salesmen do not see once a month or so, then write them 
that often, to make sure that they have a sign and that it 
is on display. 

Signs may be an old story to these dealers, flooded as 
they are with them for all kinds of automobile excessories, 
but the fact remains that your sign, for your oil, should be 
above the door of every dealer you sell to. 


GIs new man who’s now as clumsy about 
your plant as a mastiff in a tea-room— 

He is the man who should be receiving your closest 
attention. He is the new material out of which you must 
build your business with an eye to the future. You know 
the men who have been with you a year or five years, You 
know what they can do and where their capacity for use 
fulness stops.

He—some one of him—is going to be the one to take the 
burdens off your shoulders in the future.

The oil so far recovered varies very widely 
in composition, from an oil with an asphaltic 
base of 14 degrees Baume gravity, containing 4 
per cent of petroleum spirit, to an oil of 42 
degrees gravity, containing about 40 per cent 
of petroleum spirits. As a rule the heavier oil 
is found in the shallower sands, while the 
lighter oils appear to be confined to the lower 
sands. In color it varies from a light reddish 
to black. A distillation test showed the fol- 
lowing distillates were obtained:

IN EXPERIMENTAL STAGE. 
“The fields and the means of working them 
seem to be in an experimental stage,” writes 
G. H. Willock, at Tabaquite. “The mere pro 
ducing of the oil from the ground by more or 
less antiquated methods appears to be as far 


as most of the companies have gone. Any 
company conducting its business in modern 
and up-to-date methods is going to make a 
quick return on its investment if it strikes 
oil. 

“Many of the companies now in the field 
only collect the petrol and one collects only 


the burning oil; others store the crude oil in 


earthen sumps. This may be accounted for 
by the lack of means of transport. There are 
one or two small topping plants in one or two 
of the fields. 

“Climatic conditions in the island are un 
surpassed It is situated about 10 degrees 
north of the equator, between the 61st and 


62nd degrees W. longitude. It is the second 


largest of the British West Indies, being about 
55 miles long and 40 miles broad with an area 
of 1,974 square miles.
